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AMENDMENT IN RESPONSE TO THE FIRST OFFICE ACTION 

Initial Comments: 

This response addresses the status of Claims 1-71. Claim 
39 is objected to. Claim 35 is rejected under 3 5 U.S.C. 112, 
second paragraph, as being indefinite. Claims 1-14, 20-21, 29- 
33, 35-50, 56-57, 65-67, and 69-71 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 
102(e) as being anticipated by US Patent 6,687,492 (Sugar). 
Claims 15 and 51 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
rendered obvious by Sugar in view of US Publication 2004/0037218 
(Ma). Claims 16 and 52 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as 
being rendered obvious by Sugar in view of US Patent 6,862,271 
(Medvedev) . Claims 22-23, 34, 58-59, and 68 are rejected under 
35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being rendered obvious by Sugar in view of 



us Patent 6,862,456 (Sugar II). Claims 26 and 62 are rejected 
under 35 U.S.C, 103(a) as being rendered obvious by Sugar in 
view of US Patent 6,917,820 (Gore). Claims 28 and 64 are 
rejected under 35 U.S,C. 103(a) as being rendered obvious by 
Sugar in view of US Patent 6,393,032 (Ikegami) . Claims 24-25 
and 60-61 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being rendered 
obvious by Sugar in view of Sugar II and Ikegami. Claims 27 and 
63 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being rendered obvious 
by Sugar in view of Gore and Ikegami, 

Claims 2, 16, 39, and 52 are cancelled, thereby rendering 
the rejection of those claims moot. Claim 1, 3, 5, 6, 9, 15, 
17, 20, 21, 35, 38, 40, 41, 42, 45, 51, 53, 56, 57, 62, and 69 
are amended herein. 
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
